6 Stills In Coffee 


Officials of the State of 
Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board 
announced last week that 
6 moonshine stills were 
destroyed in Coffee County 
last year. 

These stills have an 
av@rage capacity of 1,800 
gallons of whiskey per 
year. If allowed to operate 
one year, each still would 
earn almost $10,000 per 
year for the moonshiner, 

The total productive 
capacity of stills seized 
and destroyed in Coffee 
would exceed 10,000 gal- 
lons of moonshine whiskey 
per year at a total esti- 
mated value of $40,000, 
Enforcement officials state 
that there is one still that 
remains in operation for 
each still destroyed, 

Since these moon- 
shiners pay no tax on their 
illicit product, the State of
